The "Rape of Belgium" was one of the great rallying cries of the First World War as the 
Allies charged the German Army with atrocities during the invasion in 1914. This led to 
the appeal that the Allies were fighting for civilization itself against barbarians and would 
be picked up by the Americans when they entered the war. During the war there were 
denials and countercharges by the Germans and even some neutrals began to argue that the 
atrocity stories were overblown if not entirely false. Larry Zuckerman describes the 
German treatment of Belgium throughout the war, the investigations and the propaganda 
war and carries the story through the Versailles Peace Conference in this thorough and 
readable account.

Gerard Mercator was born as Gerard de Cremer on March 5th in 1512 in 
Rupelmonde, which is located close to Antwerp and Sint-Niklaas in the 
northern part of Belgium. However he always signed his most important 
work as Gerardus Mercator Rupelmondanus and thus showed his 
attachment with his native region. His father, a shoemaker, didn't have 
enough money to let his son study. But fortunately his uncle Gijsbrecht, a 
priest, was very generous. Thanks to him Gerard could study Latin and go 
the university of Leuven. There he translated his name into Gerardus 
Mercator because at that time it was very stylish to have an latin name. At 
the university, Gerard studied humanities and received his degree in 

philosophy of 'magister 
artium' in 1532. After a 
short stay in Antwerp, he 
returned to Louvain in 
1535 because he was 
especially interested in 
cosmography and the 
study of heaven and earth. 

That’s the reason why he 
began studying 

mathematics under the 
tutelage of his friend 
Gemma Frisius(1508- 

1555), a dutch mathematician, astronomer, cartographer and cosmographer and professor at the university of Leuven. 

Mercator learnt to make instruments like pairs of compasses, sundials and compasses, and also carts in order to make a living. 

At the age of 24 he married Barbara Schellekens with whom he had 6 children. 

In 1537, he published his first map, which was immediately successful: a map of Palestine meant to illustrate texts from the Bible. 

The following year, he published a small map of the world in double hart-shaped projection. Mercator became famous in 1540 with 
his Map of Flanders that was dedicated to the emperor Charles the 5th. This map was quite accurate because of the use of the 
triangulization method. He made terrestrial and celestial globes respectively in 1541 and 1551. 

In the meantime, Mercator went through hard times. 

In 1544, he was imprisoned for seven months, on accusation of heretic sympathies, in the Rupelmonde citadel or Counts tower located 
at what is now called the Mercator island. 

At the age of 42, Gerard moved to Duisburg on the Rhine, where he made his most important cartographic works. 

In 1554, he produced one of his first masterpieces - a milestone in the history of cartography - namely a map of Europe. 

On an astronomical-mathematical basis, he improved on the work of Ptolemy and in 1569 appeared his world map "Ad usum 
navigation'(for the use of navigation) which was Mercator's last map in large format and the first!and only) map on which he used the 
angle preserving cylindrical projection bearing his name. With this it was possible for sailors to chart their course on the map as a 
straight line . The importance of the Mercatormaps (later improved by the maps of Edward Wright) for the navigation cannot be 
underrated. With this kind of map, seafarers knew at any time their position and navigation became more safe. 

Fascinated by his life's dream 

The study and the publication of a Cosmography, a synthesis of the history of heaven and earth, he looked for the best representation 
of our planet making himself earth globes (in 1541 first covered with the loxodromes) and later also a celestial globe. The name of 
Mercator will always remain linked to the publication of the Atlos, a cartographic overview of the modern world. The first part 
appeared in 1585, the third and final one not until 1595, after his death. Together with the monumental wall maps, the earth and 
celestial globes, his research on the magnetic pole of the earth, these and other publications give a picture of Mercator's versatility. 

When Mercator died at the age of 82, five of his children were already deceased. 

His grandchildren inherited his work but they couldn’t do anything with it themselves. So, they sold the maps to a Dutch 
cartographer, Jodocus Hondius who made a lot of money with Mercator’s legacy. 

His maps and globes 

Before Mercator, seafarers had a problem: there weren’t any dependable maps. The indications of the compass didn’t agree with the 
indications of the maps. Consequently the seafarers ran ashore hundreds of kilometers from their destination. 
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But Mercator had a solution. He wanted to give the seafarers a reliable map. But how to represent a globe on a flat level ? 

In 1569 Mercator found the solution. He projected the world on a cylinder having the parallels and meridians intersect each other 
perpendicularly and stretching the distances on the parallels with the same factor as the distances on the meridians. 

When Mercator presented his new world map in 1569, he immediately solved one of the most urgent problems of navigation: to draft 
a map on which a rhumb can be represented as a straight line. A rhumb or loxodrome is a curve which cuts every meridian under the 
same angle. 

It took a while before the maps of Mercator were introduced in navigation because Mercator kept the mathematical background a 
secret. 



Mercator made his maps only for navigation and they were used for a long time almost everywhere. 

However sometimes the map gave a wrong image of the world. The surfaces didn’t always agree with reality. 

For example Greenland (=2.175.600 km 2 ) seems a lot bigger than South-Africa ( 17.795.000 km 2 ), thus the latter being nine times 
smaller than the first. The Mercator projection deforms surfaces and at the most for the surfaces located far from the equator. 

Actually the Mercator projection is at is best for the equator territory. It was Arno Peters who tried to make a more 'honest' map. 

In 1973 he published his Peters projection. But he exaggerated in the other direction. The surfaces were right this time, but the shape 
was totally wrong. If you see now a world map in a book or on television it is a compromise between the Mercator- and the Peters 
projection. The shapes, surfaces and the distances between countries are almost right. 



Still, a world globe stays the most correct reproduction of our planet. 

The scientists of the 16th century studied mostly in their room. 

For the cartographers it wasn’t any different. Usually the practical work, like 
the drawing of maps and the building of globes, was done by craftsman. 

But Mercator wanted to do it all by himself. That’s the reason why he served 
as apprentice to a goldsmith, an engraver and a globe maker. In 1541 Mercator 
made a globe of chips of wood, covered with linen and plaster. On top of it he 
stuck 12 pieces of paper which he coloured himself. 




Still seafarers gravitated towards the starry sky, so Mercator also made a celestial globe. 

Mercator worked by order, he even got assignments from the emperor Charles the 5th . But in the meantime he kept working on the 
dream of his life: a study of heaven and earth. His ‘cosmography’ would exist in five big parts: a great work he wouldn’t be able to 
complete himself but fortunately by his son Rumoldus, after his father's death. 
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The Mercator Isle 

The historically remarkable town of Rupelmonde is situated on the banks 
of the Scheldt. Most places of interest are situated on the Mercator Isle. 

The Counts of Flanders resided in the Gravenkasteel, the Counts Castle, a 
watercastle on the banks of the Scheldt. 

The Graventoren, what remains of this 13th century water castle, was 
arranged as Museum of the Scheldt, but there is also a hall dedicated to 
Mercator. In its shade you will find the 18th century manor. The 16th 
century tidal mill is unparalleled in Europe. And don’t forget the grand 
view over the Scheldt.

The World War I Flanders Field American 
Cemetery and Memorial lies on the southeast 
edge of the town of Waregem, Belgium, along the 
Lille-Gent AutoRoute E-17. It is located 175 
miles north of Paris, France and 46 miles west of 
Brussels. The cemetery is within 30 miles of 
Brugge (Brugges) and Gent (Gand), the two 
largest cities in Flanders. 

The cemetery sits on a six acre site. Masses of 
graceful trees and shrubbery frame the burial area 
and screen it from the passing traffic. At the ends 
of the paths leading to three of the corners of the 
cemetery are circular retreats with benches and 
urns. 

At this peaceful location rest 368 American 
military Dead most of whom gave their lives in 
liberating Belgium in World War I. 

Their headstones are aligned in four symmetrical 
areas around the white stone chapel which stands 
in the center of the cemetery. 

The altar inside the chapel is of black and white 
Grand Antique marble having draped flags on 
each side; above it is a crusader's sword outlined 
in gold. The chapel furniture is of carved oak, 
stained black and white veining to harmonize 
with the altar. On the side walls are inscribed the 
names of 43 of the Missing in Action who gave 
their lives in the service of their Country, but 
whose remains were never recovered or 
identified. 

The cemetery is open daily to the public from 
9:00 am to 5:00 pm except December 25 and 
January 1. It is open on host country holidays. 
When the cemetery is open to the public, a staff 
member is on duty in the Visitors’ Building to 
answer questions and escort relatives to grave and 
memorial sites. 


Every day the newspaper headlines tells us of more American soldiers killed 
or wounded by Iraqi civilians. It is refreshing to read about what one Belgian 
citizen is doing to pay tribute, and I quote, “to the many young Americans 
who gave their lives for the freedom of my country” 

Patrick FERNOUT was always interested in WWI history. He lives in 
Waregem, Belgium about one mile from Flanders Field where many 
Americans are buried and where the graves are still tended by Belgian 
citizens. 

Patrick is writing a book on WWI history and is looking for information about 
the soldiers that are buried in Flanders Field. 

His query was first brought to my attention by an article that he wrote and 
published in the Kankakee Daily Journal, January 11 th , 2004. He also sent 
queries to both the Watseka Public Fibrary and the Iroquois County 
Genealogical Society. Both requests for information were given to me to 
research. 

With the help of Carol RENCH, secretary of the Genealogical Society office, 
we found the obituary of Harold E CFARK, one of the soldiers buried in 
Flanders Field. We also found a listing for a tombstone in the Sheldon 
County Cemetery. After a few phone calls we found Harold E Clark’s 
nephew living in Sheldon. 

Mr. Harold E FIGHT, named after his uncle, had already answered Patrick’s 
query by mail. In the meantime, I had given him the information by email. 

Mr. FERNOUT had received a copy of a newspaper from the Kankakee 
Weekly Republican dated December 6 th , 1918 and found that Harold E 
CFARK had ties with some Kankakee families also. 

Mr. And Mrs. LIGHT are exchanging information and photos with Patrick. 
He sent them a photo of the cross in Flanders Field bearing the name of 
Harold E CLARK. It was exciting for them to receive this. Mrs. LIGHT said 
it was hard to imagine that this came all the way from Belgium to the US.

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1886: Strike revolts in Charleroi 

The crisis in Belgium dated back to the 1860’s. The factory and 
mine owners had lowered salaries. Entire families, men, women 
and children had been forced to go down to the mines to put 
food on the table. In the glass industry as well as in the metal 
industry, owners compete with each other by introducing new 
machines. They restructure and let go many good workers who 
have no resort but to turn to the mines. This causes the owners 
to lower wages once more. 

The situation explodes in a mine in Fleurus, near Charleroi. The 
miners organize pickets and within a few days all the mines 
have come to a grinding halt. They are soon followed by the 
glassworkers and the metalworkers. They are led by the unions, 
born just a few years earlier. The government sends the Civic 
Guards to charge the pickets. The workers rensack a glassworks 
in Jumet, that had just been equiped with new machines. They 
set the owner’s castle on fire. The government sends General 
Vandersmissen who orders to open fire on the strikers. 

The worst blood bath takes place in Roux on March 27 th , 1886. 
Some workers have formed a march and pass in front of the 
socialist Co-op. The army is waiting for them at the end of the 
street. The soldiers were given the order to fire into the crowd. 
19 people die, dozens are wounded. Their burials turns into a 
macabre display of how far the bourgeoisie is willing to go to 
protect its interest. In plain sight of everyone, the bodies are 
brought out of the morgue while the funeral crews enlarge the 
‘community grave’ which turned out to be too small to hold 
them all. The coffins were not even ready and are being put 
together right there. One by one, the dead are placed in the hole 
while hammers and saws continue their work. 

The leaders of the strike are all arrested and condemned for life. 
The strike was broken. However the struggle continues for the 
miners and the government is forced to pass laws protecting 
women and children from working in the mines. It is also forced 
to recognize the right to form unions. A few years later the 
threat of another strike brings about the law making education 
compulsory. 

The workers do not forget their leaders. One and half year after 
their indictment, they receive amnesty. 



Commemoration Ceremony for 
the Victims of the Roux Massacres of 1886 

About 100 union representatives and members assembled on 
March 27 th , 2004 before a newly dedicated memorial 
monument to honor the victims of the 1886 Massacre that took 
place in Roux.

The Noble Order of the Knights of Labor was 
founded in 1869 by Uriah Stephens and five other 
former members of the Garment Cutters' Association 
of Philadelphia. The organization was open to all 
working people except for bankers, lawyers, 
stockbrokers, doctors and liquor manufacturers. 
Controversially, the Knights of Labor was a secret 
organization. 

It was the first union to attempt to unionize women on 
a national scale. This included appointing Leonora 
Barry as a national organizer. 

In 1881 Terence Powderly became the new leader of 
the organization and he brought an end to the rule of 
secrecy. Soon afterwards it was claimed that the 
Knights of Labor had 700,000 members. However, it 
went into decline after the formation of American 
Federation of Labour in 1886

DESERTERS IN MY FAMILY?

I have two ancestors who are listed as deserters from the Army during the Civil War. Luckily, I had one on each side of my family to 
balance it out! It has never been of great concern to me since the government has never knocked on my door looking for them! 
However, I think we all wish to vindicate blotches on our family record. Civil War pension records are costly but luckily my son was 
in Washington, D.C. and paid a visit to the National Archives, where he was able to get three service records and three pension 
records for me. 

I found that the ancestor on my father's side, Peter Rahier, who is still listed as a deserter on several websites, had eventually been 
given an honorable discharge. It seems he was on sick leave the date he was listed as deserting. This does not explain why he didn't 
return to his active unit upon release from the hospital, which was about five months after the end of the war - but the desertion was 
removed from his record! I think the Army did some sort of a "blanket discharge" for those soldiers who had an otherwise good record 
and actually "deserted" after the end of the war (if they applied for a discharge or for a pension). 

I was actually surprised to find that a soldier who was listed as a deserter would apply for a pension! 

Peter Rahier enlisted in Company D of the 4th Wisconsin Cavalry on November 24, 1862. The 4th Wisconsin was originally an 
infantry unit which was later changed to cavalry. He was taken prisoner on January 8, 1864 near Comite River and was held for nine 
months. He deserted September 2, 1865 at San Antonio Texas. It would seem that Peter was on sick leave on September 2nd when he 
was reported as deserting. In Peter's Civil War pension record I found the following document received in 1885 by his widow, four 
years after his death. She was applying for a pension which she never received. (CAPITALS ARE MINE) 

War Department 

Adjutant General’s Office 

Washington, August 25, 1885 (Seal affixed) 

Respectfully returned to the Commission of Pensions. 

Peter Rahier, a Private of Company D, 4th Regiment Wisconsin Volunteers, was enrolled on the 24 day of November 1862 at 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin for three years and is reported on roll for March and April 1863 (on which his name first appears) present, so 
reported. Sick in hospital, Baton Rouge, July and August 1863. Present so reported to December 31, 1863. January and February 
1864 absent, captured by the enemy January 11, 1864. Company was in action near Baton Rouge, Louisiana on that date as so 
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reported to April 30, 1865. May and June 1865 present. July and August absent sick at San Antonio, Texas. September and October 
1865. Deserted September 2, 1865. Muster Out roll of Company dated May 28, 1866 reports him same. THE CHARGE OF 

DESERTION AGAINST THIS MAN IS REMOVED and he is discharged to date September 2, 1865, to complete his military record, 
under the provisions of the Act of Congress approved July 5, 1884. Discharge Certificate furnished by the A.G.O. August 19, 1885. 

The "deserter" on my mother's side is a little different. He was my great grandfather, Daniel E. McQuillen. He joined the army three 
months before his 15th birthday. Family history, which is often in error, said that he left the service after an injury received when a 
horse kicked him in the chest. It seems that this might be true as he died at the age of 31 from a rare condition called a heart aneurysm, 
consistent with a blow to the chest. 

During the war he was a "hostler." I couldn't find much on hostlers but assume they were basically noncombatants; rear echelon troops 
who took care of the Army's horses and mules, and were probably only called on to fight if the going got tough. It seems that a large 
number of them were African-American. I don’t know if this means a hostler was considered a more menial job; the fact that many 
were black could simply mean they had more experience in that type work. It has occurred to me that the recruiters were probably not 
fooled into thinking that a boy not yet 15, who is only 5’ 5", is really 18. (His father signed a form giving him permission to join but 
gave his age as 18.) So, I wonder if he was assigned that job in order to keep him out of the "line of fire." 

His records show that in July of 1864 a pay stoppage of $98.18 was made against his wages for the loss of two Colt, and two Pettingill 
revolvers ($80.00) and one McClellan saddle ($18.18). At first I thought he took them with him when he deserted, but have come to 
the conclusion that these charges were levied on the first of the month and he didn't leave until the 19th of July. 

I can see how you might lose four pistols, but how do you lose a McClellan saddle? The only thing I can think of is that a horse ran off 
with the pistols in the saddle bags and came back without the saddle! The pay for a soldier on this date was $16.00 per month - this 
meant that with a bill of $98.18, he would receive no wages for six months. 

At this point, I think young Daniel felt that he'd not only been kicked in the chest by a horse, but also kicked in the butt by the Army, 
and was looking forward to shoveling horse manure for the next six months with no pay! All this probably caused him to reassess his 
military career. This doesn't justify his desertion but it certainly explains his frame of mind! Bear in mind that at this time he had 
already spent nearly three years in the Army and was not yet 18 years old. 

I would assume the missing revolvers belonged to the officers whose horses he took care of. I don't know much about Civil War 
armament but would assume if the officer wanted more than one pistol, he would have to buy it himself. (Real "Cowboys" like Custer 
& Patton had two.) It seems that four pistols had to belong to at least two different officers. On the other hand, I have read that some 
officers had two horses and others had three; I guess it depended on the officer's financial resources upon joining. 

The charge of $80.00 seems like a lot of money for lour pistols, that's $20.00 each. I did some research and found that Civil War 
revolvers cost from $12.00 to $25.00. Colt charged $25.00 for their revolvers at the beginning of the war, but reduced the price to 
$14.00 to compete with the Remington which sold for $12.00. (More than you want to know about pistols, but wait until the end and 
you'll see my point!) 

The Pettingill Revolver was an unusual double action hammerless pistol manufactured by the Rogers and Spencer factory during the 
Civil War. "Double action" means pulling the trigger will also cock the hammer. Nearly all double action revolvers can also have the 
hammer cocked manually, especially to achieve the best accuracy on a target. But the Pettingill could only be fired using the trigger to 
cock the concealed hammer. The revolver was expensive to make and had difficulty passing the scrutiny of army inspectors; it was 
basically a failure. Its production was terminated in favor of a simpler revolver known as the Rogers and Spencer - a much improved 
single action version that utilized the same front-end of the unsuccessful double action model. 

On November 29, 1864, Rogers, Spencer & Company received a War Department contract for 5,000 of their new Rogers and Spencer 
single action revolvers at a cost of $12.00 each. In all, 5000 were produced but none were distributed; they sat in a warehouse until 
1901 and sold at auction for $.50 apiece. (Does this mean great grandfather should owe the original contract cost of $12.00, or the 
actual sale cost of $.50?) 

So, it looks like my great grandfather got taken! The bill should be two Colts @ $14.00 each, two Pettingills @ $12.00 each and one 
McClellan saddle for $18.18 (tried checking but couldn't find the original price of the saddles). Total due: $70.18 - not $98.18... He 
would only have to work a little over four months without pay - not six months! 

I WILL IMMEDIATELY NOTIFY THE WAR DEPARTMENT! 

Oh well -1 suppose that we all take the "facts" and adjust them to fit our opinion of our ancestors! 

Daniel E. McQuillen (sometimes listed McQuillan) - Enlisted in Company G, 3rd Cavalry, on September 9, 1861 at Detroit, Michigan. 
He was three months short of 15 years old, but gave his age as 18. He was honorably discharged on January 26, 1864 in La Grange, 
Tennessee and re-enlisted on January 27, 1864 in La Grange. He deserted at Brownsville, Arkansas on July 19, 1864.

I chose to subscribe to the Godfrey Memorial Library, in Connecticut on the 
recommendation of my librarian friend. 

To access the online resources from home you have to become a Godfrey 
Scholar. “Godfrey Scholars enjoy remote access to thousands of digital 
records for an annual fee of $35.00. If you are not a member and would like to subscribe, either download the application form and 
mail it in, or call the library to register (860) 346-4375. ”
